Salt costs so little and plays such 


a big part in the

ration. To leave it out this winter 
means less efficient use of feed at a 
time when feed is scarce and thc price 
high. Mr. Muldrow points out. 


The most practical method of feed- ! 


ing is to allow all animals free access j 
to the salt, in which case thoy will 
regulate their own nccsd, says Mr. 
Muldrow. Cattle will require from

farmers that are short on feed and 
when the weather is not cold enough 
to chill meat properly thorough chill- 
ing of the carcass before salting or 


j avoid .spoiling of the meat. Frequent- 
beginning the cure is necessary to 
ly weather conditions during the whir 
ter in Arkansas are such that thor- 
ough chilling cannot be accomplished 
with natural temperatures. In this case 
the use .of meat curing plant is eco- 
nomical. Temperatures of cold stor- 
age 
should 
be 
about 
38 degrees 


fahrenheit. Ideal natural weather con- 
ditions are dry and clear with tem- 
peratures ranging from 32 to 38 de- 
grees. Freezing should be avoided.
